I'ir.  Cha  irwan  and  Gentlemen^ 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the  year 
ended  December  3lstj,  1970. 

The  Registrar  General's  Estijiiate  of  the  ruid-year  population  was 
6,360  an  increase  of  10  on  1969. 

There  wore  94  live  birth  ( 95  in  1969)  ani  1 stillbirth.  Six 
infants  died  in  the  first  year  of  life,  five  of  them  in  'the  first 
month. 


There  was  no  maternal  death. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  105  compared  xiith  110  in  1969#  Most 
of  the  deaths  were  again  duo  to  heart  and  circulatory  disease  ( including 
coronary  disease)  and  strokes. 

There  were  21  deaths  due  to  cancer  ( I5  in  1969) 

Four  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year  and 
there  were  two  deaths  from  the  disease  ( 5 notifications  and  2 deaths 

in  1969.) 

I wish  to  thank  tir.  Parry  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  all  thb  n' 
other  members  of  the  staff  for  their  help  during  the  year. 

Finally  I wish  to  thanlc  all  'tiio  members  of  the  council  for  their 
continued  support  and  encouragement.

In  some  instances,  treatment  by  Warfarin  against  mice  wa:<  not  found 
efficient.  The  use  of  Zinc  Phosphide  as  a poison  proved  affective. 

The  Council  Ls  Refuj?e  Tip  at  Cwmbov.ydd  received  regular  attention  as  did  the 
four  Sewage  Cutfcill  Works,  Watercourses,  streamrs  received  supervision  and 
treatment.
